eration. Five hundred delegates, di- 
'vkted equally between clerical and lay 
delegates, oonstitnte what la called 
the "National Conncll ol the Congre- 
gational Churches of the United 
States." This body remains in session 
six days, its sole purpose being the fos- 
tering of closer relations between the 
chnrches in different parts of the coun- 
try. It has no legislative functions 
whatever, as the conferring of such 
power on any body would be contrary 
to the principle of Congregationalism. 

The rock upon which the denomina- 
tion considers Itself founded is the 
complete independence of each and 
every congregation. Any associa- 
tion of believers, united by a formal 
covenant for the maintenance of Divine 
worship, the observance of Christian 
rites and combined efforts to promote 
the kingdom of God, oonstitutes a 
church society, and as such is compe- 
tent to elect and ordain its own officers, 
admit or reject applicants for member- 
ship, exclude unworthy communicants 
and transact its own business. The 
pastor ,||^lds the office of bishop or 
elder. "^Us deacons are not technlciitlly 
ministers, but they are helpers of the 
pastor, and have special charge of re- 
ceiving and disbursing the charities of 
the ohurch. In no way does the denom- 
ination recognise any rule of eooiesiaa> 
U«U iK>lity except the Bible, but It 
~^«lflcally repudiates all olalma of su- 
r bodies to exsrclse legislative or 
ji^elal a»]»ority. 

For seTfoal hundred years the Con- 
gregationaltftts 6i America declined to 
hold what was now called "national" 
meetings; but In 1853 a number of dele- 
gates from various parts of the country 
jnet at Albany, N. Y., for the purpose 
of discussing Important problems. In 
il 865 a rnee t i n g, known in ch urch history 
jas the Iloston council, met at Boston. 
In 1870 the PllKrim convention, held in 
lOhicago to commemorate the *60th an- 
niversary of Congregationnlisrn in 
.America, sugfyested to many Influential 
men the advisability of holding regular 
meetings for the interchange of opinion 
and the discussion of questions of Inter- 
state importance. The agitation re- 
sulted in a delegate convention, which 
met in Uberlin, O., in J\ovemt>er, 187i, 
land formally organized the "National 
Council," which has met regularly erer 
sine*.

A younfir boa 
had been kept in a ca^'e over a 
week with throe sparrows without 
taking any notice of the pres- 
ence of the birds, nor did the 
latter manifest any fright of the rep- 
tile. One day, says tlie riiiladelphia 
Record, the snake appeared to watch 
the movements of the birds, then pick 
ing seeds oft the Aoor of the cage, and 
slowly began to unwind from tbe 
branch of the tree on which it spent 
most of the time. Almost impercep- 
tibly the kktps on the tree disappeared, 
tbe body of Ute snake becoming more 
a^d more dl^pngaged, but its head still 
remaining at considerable distance 
from the floor. All of a sudden the for- 
Wan| part of the snake's body shot 
downward with lightning rapidity, 
grasping one of the unsuspecting 
birds, not with the mouth, but with a 
hkj^d twist of the body, crushing it at 
tbe same time nnttl qtiilte lifeless. This 
was done so quickly and noiselessly 
that the other birds never noticed the 
abaaqce Of tbe victim. The boa then re- 
turned to the tree above, and after a 
ttttl* i^paratkm of further pressing 
tbf bird m4 covering It with mucus 
4t pM^eedsn ib swallow its prey with- 
biUag fd f hewing.

ON A TOMB STONE. 

A Buman FBCe Produced In a Klnteu- 
lon* Mitnner. 
In the Oak Hill cemetery at Stony 
Brook, L. I., a large tombstone of mot- 
tled Italian marble bears a remarkable 
portrait of an average-sized human 
face. The picture is not the work of a 
sculptor, nor has it been graven with 
the marble-cutter's chisel; It Is a natu- 
ral production, the outlines of the face 
being formed by a peculiar grouping of 
the clouded veins and dark spots char- 
acteristic of first-class Imported stone. 
The remarkable peculiarity of this par- 
ticular stone has been known for two 
or three years, and throughout the 
length and breadth of Long Island it 
is referred to as "the miracle face." 
Standing near, as one would in reading 
an epitaph or inspecting the grain and 
polish of such a memorial shaft, the 
outlines of the face cannot be traced, 
but at a distance of from tliirty-flve to 
fifty feet it Is as plain as though done 
with an artiatt brush, the grouping of 
th« spots, veins and waving lines com- 
bining to make n6t only a fair resem- 
blance to a face, Imt a complete por- 
trait, inoludiiig hair, eyes^ nose, 
cheeks, month, chin, etc. Its outlines 
are clearest, of course, when the 
shadows and light play properly upon 
it, but at the distance mentioned, and 
in the proper direction, the portrait Is 
plainly visible stall times.

SOURCES OF TYPHOID FEVER. I 
Dr. Reiily Corrects a Statement fm- 
puted to Him. . 

Dr. r:?ill.y. of the health depart- 
ment, says he did not say, ns re- 
ported, that "mo.st of th,' \ , |)!iciil 
fevoi- ra-^es reported to ibi> ilrj iiri- 
,meut were imported from northern 
Keptucky and some from the north- 
ern states." What he did say, he' 
claims, was "that the recent In- 
crease of typhoid fever was probably 
due, in the absence of any other ob- 
vious cause, to the seasonal increase 
of the disease in the rural districts, 
whence it is known many of the 
cases come. This seasonal increase 
is more marked than usual, due, 
probably, to the light rainfall of the 
summer months and consequent 
lowering of the f^rouud water and 
increased pollution of water supplies 
in country districts. From a line 
runuinj; through the northern half 
of Kentucky up Into Michigan and 
Wisconsin, typhoid fever has been 
reported unusually prevalent, and 
in many localities epidemic, 'li -i ,y 
the pu.st month. People fi-om these 
localities c( ne to Chica.ifo and de- 
velop the ui.scase whicli thcv l.ad 
already contracted elsewhere.
